Dear  Mr . Bodeker : 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  Bueter  Avenue  from 
East  State  Boulevard  north  to  its  intersection  with  the  vacated 
portion  of  Dodge  Avenue  and  have  no  objection  to  this  vacation 
for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  section  of  street  serves  no  particular  func- 
tion from  the  standpoint  of  movement  of  traffic  since  it 
immediately  parallels  U . S.  #30  Bypass. 

2.  The  section  of  street  is  only  25  feet  in  width 
which  would  not  be  adequate  for  normal  street  traffic. 

3.  The  vacation  of  this  street  would  permit  the  tying 
together  of  the  part  of  Lot  1 in  Inwood  Park  Addition  with 
that  part  of  land  west  of  Bueter  Road  presently  being  de- 
veloped as  Statewood  Shopping  Center.  The  tying  together 
of  these  two  parcels  would  make  the  land  more  usable  and 
would  provide  for  a proper  use  of  land  from  the  standpoint 
of  access  and  traffic  movement. 

For  these  reasons,  it  would  be  our  recommendation  that  the  above- 
described  street  be  vacated  subject  to,  of  course,  necessary 
easements  that  might  be  needed  by  the  various  utilities.
